A great seizure of morphine has 
been made at Vancouver, which ie 
supposed to reveal the existence of a 
big smuggling organization. The 
morphine is alleged to belong to a 
German. 

Unemployment is beginning to ap- 
pearin the West as the result of in- 
terrupted or completed threshing op- 
erations. It is not yet on a large 
scale. 

The man Mansfield who shot the 
road foreman Whiting at ‘Cranbrook, 
B.C., has been found guilty of man_ 
slaughter and sentenced to 15 years 
penal servitude. 

The prohibition party in Alberta 
headed by Hull is again trying tc 
make prohibition a political issue 
Their attack is mainly on the beer 
saloons, and they wish a plebiscite 
to be held at the next provincial 
election on the question. 

The fifth mam concerned in the 
bank robbery at Nanaimo last year, 
Bagley, of Seattle, has been convict- 
ed and eentenced to 10 years penal 
servitude and 20 lashes. 

There has been a great storm on 
Lake Superior in which the steamer 
Hamonic was for a time in great 
danger, having lost her  propellor, 
but she was got into safety even- 
tually. 

HY. Bourassa, the Quebec National- 
ist, elected as an independent at the 
late general election, has made pub- 
lic an appeal for something in _ the 
nature of a coalition government 
composed of ‘Men of good will free 
from shabby ambition.” The difficulty 
of such a sugestion is that every 
member in the House would consider 
himself qualified for a place in such 
a government, and if rejected woulc 
cast the gravest doubts on the auth- 
enticity of the claims of those select- 
ed to deserve the description. 

A second bridge over the ‘Narrows 
at Vancouver to connect Vancouve1 
and North Vancouver was opened 
last week. It cost $2,000,000.00. 


BRITISH AND IMPERIAL 


In North Wales last week a dam 
built for providing electric power, 
burst and caused a flood in which 
some 16 people were drowned and a 
great number of cattle and _ sheep, 
while numbers of houses were des- 
troyed. 

The general election in New Zea. 
land resulted in the return -of the 
Government by a large majority, of 
55 against 25 of all the opposing par- 
ties combined. The Government or 
Reform Party is opposed to prohibi- 
tion. 

It has’ been officially announced 
that the embargo on Dominion, col- 
onial and foreign loans being float 
ed in Great, Britain, has been remov- 
ed by the British government. 

The Cunard liner Berengaria had 
an exceedingly rough passage ast 
week, many on board being injured 
through being thrown about the ship. 

The first officer of the Melita, Tow: 
ers, who shot and killed Captain 
Clews and wounded two other officers, 
has been committed for trial by mur- 
der. There are indications that he is 
suffering ‘from homicidal mania. 

Near Dublin, in the Irish Free 
State, an armed party of republicans 
Taided a moving picture’ theatre 
where a film of the Prince of Wales’ 
tour was being shown and selzed the 
film and escaped with it. 

The new Lord Mayor of London 
was inducted with the usual pomp 
on Monday, and at the Guild Hall 
dinner Mr, Chamberlain, the foreign 
secretary, spoke most hopefully of 
the security agreement’ mecently 


In‘ the port of Freemantle, Aus- 
tralia, ‘there has been a serious figh’ 
between striking..seamen.and police. 
The strikers seem: to be losing ground. 

General’ :Smuts, the former Primc 
Minister of South Africa, is to pay a 
visit to the United States in the-near 
future. 

The British Government ig to con- 
duct an enquiry into the effect of th. 
unemployment..dole on emigration. 
There is a-strong feeling that the 
dole is hindering emigration and: pre- 
venting ‘the surplus population seek- 
ing work and homes in the less 
thickly populated parts of the Hm. 
pire. 

In the recent’ thunicipal elections 
in Britain, while the Labour party 
gained in England, in Scotland the 
moderate Labourites defeated the 
extremists and Communists. 

Grave anxiety is beginning to be 
felt in Britain as to the result of the 
formation of a great labour confeder- 
ation embracing a number of the 
powerful unions. The railwaymen, 
however, under the guidance of J. 
H. Thomas, late Secretary of State 
for the Colonies in the Labour Gov- 
ernment, ‘have refused to join this 
great confederation. The leaders of 
the confederation are Bevin and Cook, 
of whom the latter is one of the most 
extreme and revolutionary leaders of 
labour in Britain. 

A general election will be held in 
Australia on the 14th of this month. 
The Premier, Mr. Bruce, has defined 
the issue as that of orderly govern- 
ment against anarchy, the reference 
being to the constant~strikes, par 
ticularly of seamen, which have dis- 
organized the trade of Australia for 
a considerable time past. A feature 
of this election is that all on the 
electoral lists must vote or ibe sub 
ject to fine of £2 ($10.00). This is 
the first time in modern history when 
this system has been tried.

FOREIGN 


The situation in Syria grow@ more 
serious steadily. Damascus is the 
scene of severe fighting, and the 
French have been compelled to erect 
barricades in the streets to check 
stray rebels who have stolen into the 
city. Elsewhere the tide of rebellion 
seems to be rising, and the French 
troops appear to be inadequate to 
check it. A considerable proportion 
of such troops drawn from the 
French colonies such as Madagascar 
and Indo-China are of very doubtful 
value, and have come badly out of the 
recent fighting. The French are now 
concentrating their forces and trying 
to enrol native levies against the 
rebels, Who now appear to consist 
not only of the Druses but alsoof the 
Arabs in considerable numbers. The 
United States has sent destroyers to 
Beirut in case of emergency. 

The new French government has 
received votes of confidence in the 
Chamber of Deputies, but its exis 
tence is thought to be precarious. In 
the meantime the franc is falling 
steadily in value and has now got be. 
low that of the Italian lira. ‘The 
whole situation in France is becom 
ing increasingly serious. 

The French government is report: 
ed in favour of the League of Na- 
tions taking up the whole question of 
disarmament, and endeavoring to ar- 
range an agreement for general dis- 
armament. 

In the United States elections the 
Tammany candidate Walker‘ was 
elected Mayor of New York by a 
very large majority. Moore, elected 
governor of New Jersey, is openly 
opposed to prohibition. The Ku Klux 
Klan party and its opponents seem 
to have come out of the election with 
divided honours. 

In Morocco it is reported that Abd- 
el-Krim has sent an offer of peace 
to France and Spain through an 
American correspondent. The Ameri. 
can aviators are Jeaving Morocco. 

It seems likely that Riza Khan will 
be elected Shah of Persia. He was 
of very lowly origin but rose to 
prominence through tthe Cossack 
guard and has been Prime Minister 
for some time. He is supposed to be 
a strong man and may bring order 
into Persia. 

In the United States the potatu 
crop has been so much of a failure 
that prices are rising sharply. 

‘Considerable volcanic activity fs 
reported 'from Aflaska. 

The United States railwaymen are 
claiming a rise in wages to war lev- 
els. 

In Italy on the anniversary of the 
armistice with Austria Mussolini 
made a very warlike epeech to a huge 
crowd, declaring that any attempt to 
interfere with the boundaries of 
Italy would be met with war. The 
Fascisti police discovered what is 
said to have been a plot to assassin- 
ate Mussolini while he was deliver- 
ing the speech, and three arrests have 
been made. The greatest excitement 
prevails and troops are guarding the 
houses and offices of Socialists and 
free masons to save them from the 
anger of the Fascisti mob who as- 
cribe the plot to some of these organit- 
zations. For the moment Mussolini 
seems ‘to be even more popular than 
Napoleon III. was at the height of 
his power in France. 

It is reported from Hgypt that the 
body of Tutankhamen has been found 
in a coffin of gold. 

In China attempts to settle the civil 
war which is beginning again, have 
had no success, 

The French government have in- 
troduced a_ taxation ‘bill, which 
amounts to a capital levy. This has 
been demanded for some time past 
by the advanced Radicals, but M 
Caillaux, till recently Finance Minis- 
ter, opposed the scheme. It has now 
been introduced as possibly the las‘ 
available means of averting the com. 
plete breakdown of the French finan. 
cial system, 3

mine to grant permission or not anc 
to fix the license fee, if any. 

‘A long discusion followed on thir 
clause, which centred on the vexed 
question of the taxation ofthe Parish 
Hall. The Mayor said that the pro 
posal was an attempt at a comprom. 
ise. He made it clear that he had nc 
inclination to excuse the past action 
ofthe Council which he quite approv- 
ed of, and he resented the suggestion 
that there had been any discrimina- 
tion against the Parish Hall and it 
owners. 

Alderman Broughton repeated hi: 
contention that the Council's pre 
vious action had been unfair and un- 
wise, and thad had the effect of de 
priving the city of the use of builr 
ings which it stood much in need o° 
for many purposes. With respect to 
the Commisioners’ proposal he  feli 
that there was Lo reason to restrict 
the exemption from license fees tc 
conventions where no meals’ wer 
served, It wae often of great im 
portance to be able to serve meals 
in the place where the conventions 
were being theld. The discussion 
ranged over a good deal of past his- 
tory, and some opinion was express 


ed as to ‘the desirability of leaving 
the new Council to deal with the 
question, but the Commissioner 


pointed out that the proposal cover- 
ed only the current year and must be 
repeated each year owing to the fact 
that the Council could grant exemp- 
tion from taxation only for the cur- 
rent year in any case and for nc 
longer. Finally the suggestion was 
made that where meals were servec 
at a convention held in any of th: 
church halls or buildings, a license 
fee might be charged in respect of 
such conventions only, and thie sug- 
gestion at once met approval as al- 
lowing the use of the Parish Hall 
and other church buildings and yet 
protecting the restaurant keepers 
who pay business taxes from unfaii 
competition. Once this point hae 
been adjusted, rapid progress was 
made towards general agreement 
along the lines of the Commissioners’ 
proposal with modification in som« 
respects. The clause of the Commis 
sioners’ report was finally aproved 
with the eubstitution of the following 
purposes for which all buildings be. 
longing to dhurches may be used 
without forfeiting the exemption from 
taxation: 

1. Conventions of all kinds where 
no meals are served tothe delegater 
or the public at a charge. No license 
fee. Where such meals are Served at 
a charge, license fee of $10.00. 


2. Teas, suppers, socials, card par- 


ties or entertainments by local tal- 
ent held under the auspices of any 
church organization, local club, soci- 
ety or military organization or danc- 
es held by church organization; no 
license fee.

FARMING NOTES — 


FIELD INSPECTION 
OF POTATOES FOR 
CERTIFIED SEED 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

The acreage inspected this year for 
certified seed potatoes was consider- 
ably below that of 1924, which, thhow- 
ever, was not unexpected. 

The area inspected throughout the 
country—not including’ British Mok 
um bia—was approximately 13,500 
acres, of which 10,000 acres, or seven- 
ty-five per cent, passed the two field 
inspections. With an estimated crop 
from this area of 175 to 200 bushels 
per acre of the Ihish Cobbler variety, 
and 225 'to 250 bushels of the Green 
Mountain variety, there will again be 
a large quantity of certified seed .po- 
tatoes available sufficient for exten 
sive planting in Canada next season, 
and for extendive export to other 
markets where the favorable reputa- 
tion of such seed has become firmly 
established. 

As an indication of the merits of 
certified seed potatoes, it will be in- 
teresting to readere to note that com. 
prehensive information has recently 
been collected by Mr. H. C. Moore, of 
East Lansing, Michigan, on the re- 
sults obtained from 11,627 test plots 
of certified versus non-certified seed 
planted in all parts of Canada and the 
United States, and that the average 
increase per acre in favour of the 
certified seed was 46.4 bushels, and 
in Canada alone, 88 bughels. This 
information, and the knowledge, 
through personal experience, which 
large numbers of growers have ac- 
quired during the past few years, 
warrants the statement that there is 
no doubt about the quality of seed 
which has fulfilled certification re- 
quirements. 

Some outstanding features as a re- 
sult of inspection for certified seed 
are, the general improvement in cul 
tural practices, followed by the grow- 
ers who enter their fleldg for inspec- 


tion, the interest which they evince 
in the various diseases, and the prac- 
tice of the methods recommended for 
their control, and the honest efforts 
they put forth to comply with the 
tuber inspection standard when pre- 
paring ‘their crops for sale. These 
features are of great assistance {to 
the efficient conduct of the inspection 
service, and are much appreciated. 

Any growers interested in the 
above work, or desiroue of securing a 
supply of certified seed for planting 
next season, may secure further in- 
formation by communicating w‘th the 
Dominion Botanist, ‘Central xperi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa. 


PREPARATION OF 
‘SOIL FOR HOTBEDS 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

Soil for hotbed work requires 
proper preparation, to give best 
results. Too little attention is paid 
to its preparation by the majority of 
growers, and to this may ve attrib- 
uted much of the difficulty encoun- 
tered in the production of healthy 
plants. It costs very little more to 
prepare the soil properly, than to 
fellow ‘the questionale method of 
using the same soil over again or ob- 
taining soit without regard to its con- 
dition. 

A clean piece of sod should »e s¢!.- 
ected, preferably on sandy loam soil. 
Cut and pile the gods carefully with 
alternate layers of manure. The cut- 
ting and piling should be done either 
inthe autumn or during the month of 
June, at any rate the pile should be 
left standing over the summer, when 
the whole pile, or the part required 
may be cut down and piled in a con- 
venient place for the hotbed work 
the following spring. This method 
of preparation will provide a soil with 
ample fibre, which is very essential, 
and which contains sufficient plant 
food for ordinary work. If the soil 
{s not considered rich enough for 
special work, more manure may be 
added or commercial fertilizer used 
to supplement the manure already 
present in the soll. 

While the foregoing method is the

most satisfactory, if ‘this procedure 
has not been followed, it is often pos- 
sible to obtain sandy loam soil from 
the surface of a field that has just 
produced a ‘hoe crop in a three or 
four year rotation. This soil should 
be obtained in the fall, and piled in a 
convenient place, and if not rich 
enough in plant food, commercial fer- 
tilizer may be added to suit the 
special requirements. As a rule, how: 
ever, this is not necessary, because 
in a well planned rotation, manure is 
used quite liberally, which should 
render the soil in fairly good condi 
tion for the purpose. : 

‘When it is not convenient to obtain 
a sandy loam soil, and heavier soil 
has to be used, clean eand may be 
added until the proper consistency 
of soil has been obtained. Under nor. 
mal conditions it is always possible 
to water, but attention must be given 
to drainage or it will be difficult tx 
keep conditions right for plant 
growth. Those who have not been 
preparing their hotbed soil in ad- 
vance, should make a start now, as 
it is a step towards greater future 
profits. ; 
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BUTTER AND 
CHEESE EXPORTS 


The News Letter dated October 10 
of the Dominion Dairy and Cold Stor- 
age Branch affords pleasant reading 


for Canadians. It shows that the ex- 
ports of butter for the twelve months 
ending with August, 1925, increased 
to 34,566,928 Ibs. in value $12,453,293 
from 16,007,507 tbs. in value $5,809,- 
962, in the ‘corresponding twelve 
months preceding, and in cheese of 
145,041,500 tbs. in value $30,099,585 
from 117,185,400 Ibs. in value $23,029,- 
200. Thue there has been an increase 
in the year of 18,559,431 Ibs. valued 
at $6,643,331 of butter exports and 
27,856,100 Ibs. valued at $7,060,385 of 
cheese. 

Exports of milk powder show a sim. 
ilar increase, running to 9,617,700 Ibs. 
and $948,919 in 1924-25 from 4,278,800 
Ibs. and $420,815 in 1923-24, 


WORLD’S. POULTRY 
CONGRESS 


Great Britain, Ireland, France, Bel- 
gium, Holland, Denmark, Sweden, 
Spain, Italy, ‘CzechoSlovakia, New 
Zealand, Australia, India, Burmah, 
Egypt and the United ‘States are 
countries which have already signi- 
fied their intention of participating tn 
the World’s Poultry Congress to be 
held in Ottawa in July, 1927. Many 
more acceptances will follow the is- 
suing of the official invitation, which 
will go from Canada to over one hun- 
dred governments. 

The first congress held at the Hague 
in 1921 wag the first World Congress 
of any body of investigators to ‘be call- 


ed after the war. This no doubt help- 
ed to bring more official attention to 
the hen, particularly so because of 
the place she took as a food producer 
during the period of short supplies 
from 1914 to 1918. 

The President of the World's Poul- 
try Congress in 1927 will be Mr. Ed- 
ward Brown, F.L.S., of London, Eng- 
land, who is president of the Inter- 
national Association of Poultry In- 
structore and investigators. He has 
recently visited Canada, and in speak 
ing of these congresses described the 
first at the Hague as a wonderful ex- 
ample of organization, and the second 
at Barcelona last year as worderful 
from the standpoint of dts ex!::vition. 
The standard has been set, and Can. 
ada must make the third congress in 
1927 an outstanding example of what 
an international congress should be, 
and in addition try to let the dele.

The protests made against 
the change are entirely right «and 
cught not to have been needed. 

Because the years are passing since 
the war ended is no reason for for- 
getting all the war meant. The re- 
sults of the war are with us still and 
will never leave us altogether. Some 
of these results are sad and others are 
unwelcome. There are vacant places 
which can never be filled. There is 
the great burden of public debt, and 
the wide unsettlement of business all 
over the world. Yet there are great 
enduring benefits from the war, 
too. There is first and foremost the 
renewed grant of that priceless herit- 
age of freedom, which we are so apt 
to take for granted, but which our 
forefathers won in the first instance 
at heavy cost, and the guarding of 
which has always been and will al- 
ways be the first duty of a free citizen 
in a free state. There is all the adde. 
moral stamina which comes of a great 
trial bravely endured to a triumphant 
end. There are eplendid memories 
which will go with us to the end ol! 
our lives, and helm those who come 
after us in theirs. All these things 
were secured to us seven years ago 
today, and they are of too high a char. 
acter and too lasting a value to be 
lightly forgotten. Finally and before 
all else, there are those who died to 
save them for us, and on this day of 
all days in the year we do well to re- 
member them and that greatest love 
in the light of which they laid down 
their lives for us. If we can do no. 
thing else, we can at least remember, 
and remember with humble gratitude 
and thankfulness in that we have 
been wonderfully guarded.

THE WESTERN GENERAL MEET. 
ING 


The public meeting held last Wed- 
nesday to discuss ‘the proposed pur. 
chase of the Western General Electric 
Company’s undertaking by the City 
was a most valuable one. It was well 
attended, and the spirit shown was 
good. That ie to say, there was prac- 
tically no merely factious criticism, 
and a genuine inclination to make un- 
biassed enquiry into the merits of the 
question and decide accorlingly. For 
this the Council may claim the credit. 
They have taken a sound line through 
out since the award of the Board of 
Public Utilities was published. They 
have made it their aim to put all poss. 
ible information before the public, in 
order that the public may decide this 
crucial question with intelligence and 
knowledge. Mayor Johns’ speech in 
explanation of the whole position could 
not have been bettered. In tone and 
substance it was entirely admirable. 
clear and simple. It well deserved 
the praise which it has received from 
all sides in the private discussions of 
citizens. His appeal that there should 
be frankness in criticism was wel] 
made. There is always a certain tend- 
ency to shrink from making publicly 
hostile speeches, and to reserve oppo- 
sition to private conversations. It 
is very natural, but it is much hetter 
to state the opposition openly, quietly 
and courteously. especialy when such 
an opportunity is given as the public 
meeting of last week. It is not usual- 
ly the criticism ‘that gives offence so 
much as the manner of it. 

So faras can be-gathered, the pres- 
ent feeling of the citizens is favorable 
to the purchase by the City. If there 
is opposition, it is not at all necisy, 
and the policy of the Council has been 
excellently calculated to disarm or 
neutralize hostility. As the figures 
now stand, the purchase looks like a 
good plece of business. No doubt, it 
is possible by bad management to 
spoil a good enterprige. That possibil- 
ity Is present in all cases, and cannot 
be entirely guarded against. If, how. 
ever, there are points that occur ts 
citizens ag not having been discussed 
they should be made public at onee 
in order that they may be looked into 
It is likely that Mr. Brown, of the Cal- 
fkary Light and Power Department 
will be coming to Red Deer solely in 
order to give skilled advice to the citi 
zens on any technical points. en? 
dcubtful questions should he brought 
up before his coming or on his arrival, 
Any oitizen who wishes to Nring tor- 
ward points which he thinks merft 
further enquiry is most welcome to 
Taise them in the columne of this pa- 
per. provided ‘that they are raised 
relevantly and courteously. Let this 
important public matter he thorough- 
Iv sifted before any decision in taken. 
Then there can be no complaint of 
hasty and iH-considered action.

majority was necessary to carry on the 
acvernment and that he would resign 
it hc did not get it, but th2 situation 
in censequence of the election is so 
puzzling that perhaps he may make 
some approach to a valid defence for 
his present action on the ground that 
unti! he meets Parliament he cannot 
say whether or not the has a working 
majority. So far as the const®utional 
side of the question is concerned, 
there does not seem to be any strong 
authority against his decision. It is 
not, however, on all fours with the 
action of the Conservative Govern- 
ment in Great Britain two years ago, 
when after the Protection clection no 
party was left with an absolute ma 
jority, for in that case the Conserva- 
tives had considerably the largest 
group of tthe three parties, and .t was 
entirely reasonable that they should 
hold on until they met Parliament 
and were definitely beaten. 

The serious result of the election is 
the sharp and decisive opposition re- 
vealed betwen the two main provinces 
of Canada—Ontario and Quebec—and 
the possibility that the Prime Minister 
will be compelled to form a cabinet 
almost wholly composed of Quebec 
members. That would be a bad thing 
calculated to raise the racial question 
in Canada in a rather disquieting de- 
gree. Yet ft is not very easy to sce 
how it can be entirely avoided, unless 
Saskatchewan can be relied on to fur- 
nish a cabinet contingent vith safe 
seats. 

In any event it is highly likely that 
another election will be necessary be- 
fore long. That is not a fact that can 
be regarded with any satisfaction. 


POLITICAL NOTES 


The Prime Minister, Mr. MacKenzie 
King, has decided not to resign, but 
to meet Parliament which is condi- 
tionally summoned for 10th Decem_ 
ber next. All of the defeated Cahbi- 
net ministers, except Mr. Graham, 
have resigned, and their resignations 
have been accepted. 

The Alberta Government is report: 
ed to be going to hold the six  by- 
elections at the end of this year, and 
the general election in the summer. 
There are various rumours afloat 7° 
to the possible resignation of Mr. 
Greenfield, but nothing definite has 
been made public. 


MISS D, SODERMAN’S 
RECITAL 


It is a long time since the citizens 
of Red Deer have ‘had the pleasure of 
hearing Miss Theodora Soderman in 
recital, and during the last three 
years while she has been away, high 
hopes have been raised on her ace- 
count. Last Friday evening when she 
gave her recital these hopes wera 
more than fulfilled. Although the 
United Church was barely half fiiled, 
owing to other events occurring on 
the game night, those who were there 
enjoyed to the utmost the very excel- 
lent programme given. ‘People who 
heard Miss Soderman before’ she 
went away,and who were at the con- 
cert the other night, noted the vast 
improvement in her playing both 
technically and’ artistically. 

Her first group consisted of the 
Sonata in D minor of Beethoven, the 
Minute Valse, Nocturne Op. 15 No. 
2, and Palonaise in Ad. of Chopin. 
The last mentioned was by far the 
most outstanding. This piece is one 
of the “heaviest” of piano literature 
by reagon of its prolonged octave 
work in the left hand, and exacts 
great enduring powers and well-con- 
trolled technique. However, Miss 
Soderman handled this so ably no 
one would have guessed the extreme 
difficulty. She put into it a combina- 
tion of deep feeling and spectacular 
execution, perfectly rendered, to the 
keen enjoyment of all. At the close 
of this number she was_ipresented 
with a bouquet of carnations by Miss 
Margaret Eby. 

This was followed by a vocal gelec- 
tion by Miss Daisy Gaetz, “My Mother 
Bids Me Bind My Hair,” charmingly 
rendered, which captivated her audi- 
ence and called forth an encore, “O 
Solo Mio.” She was very sympath_ 
etically accompanied by Miss Mary 
Robertson. 

Miss Soderman’s next group con- 
sisted of a number of fanciful and 
descriptive pieces. The firet one— 
Caprice—was one of Miss Soderman’s 
own composition and savors of the 
French modern school of music. This 
is the first time any of our Red Deer 
musicians have entered in to the ‘fields 
of composition, and the results were 
both surprising and gratifying. The 
piece was well balanced and showed 
considerable imaginative power, and 
compelled the closest attention of the 
audience throughout its rendition. 

This was followed by the “Juggler 
ess,” which was characterized by crisp 
staccato workand brilliant octave play- 


ing. “The Mosquito,” the next num. 
ber, a modern composition, attract- 
ed the audience by reason of its 


realism, the buzzing of the persistent 
insect being almost felt by the hear- 
ers, 

“In the Vale of Shadow Land” wag 
an altogether different kind of piece, 
which called for the beautiful sing- 
ing tone and pathos which Miss Sod- 
erman put into it. 

Both this and “On the Highway” 
are compositions of Mr. H. O. For- 
svth, Misa Soderman's teacher in 
Toronto. The latter was played with 
refreshing contrasts and gripping 
rhythmical movement—one could al- 
most hear the horses galloping. 

The concluding number was 
Liszt Rhapsody, No. 13, which was 
executed im masterly flashion, and 
showed the many varied qualities of 
the artist. The first parts were Play 
ed with deep feeling and fine control 
while the prestissimo part near the 
end was played with amazing clearnegs 
and breathless rapidity, the whole be 
ing brought to a grand and forcible 
climax. Miss Soderman’s encore was 
MacDowell's “Rigandon,” delightfully 
played, but far too short. ; 

Miss Soderman has made rapid 
strides during the three years she 
has been away, as was obvious to 
all who heard ‘her last Friday. Her 
playing is characterized by clearness, 
noise and finish, and she has abso. 
mte control over the keyboard. 
The technical difficulties were so 
fully mastered that they became dim- 
culties no longer, andthe octave 
parts were particularly well Played 
Mies Soderman ‘has emotional insight 
and tamperament as_ well as bril- 
liancy, as was shown in the more 
spectacular of the pieces. One feels 
whenone is lHstening to her that she 
has made the piano her slave, obedi- 
ent to every whim, and having master- 
ed the technicalities of the instru- 
ment, now simply delights in draw- 


the 


ing from its very soul melodies which 
reach the inmost heart of the listen: 
er.

Mons by the 3rd Canadian Division 


‘on the 11th of November, 1918

there.) 


During the. last tow: deve of the 
Great War the personnel of the 8rd- 
Canadian ‘ Division ‘was ' chiefly ‘exer-, 
clsed ovér one thing, and ‘that was to 
keep in touch with the’ ‘swittly retreat- 
ing enemy. 


So it. came about’ that: ‘when aiidry: 
éetaile of the 7th’ Canadiun infantry 
Brigade. arrived at the..town of Je~ 
mappes, ‘close to..Mons, on, the even- 
ing of Sunday, 10th, November, 1918,: 
the sole topic of ‘conversation was. 
the Armistice and when. it: would be 
announced. Word had that day been 
received of ‘the abdication of the 
Kaiser and of the filght of the Crown. 
Prince, ‘so that there was little doubt’ 
as to the outcome of the delibera- 
tions, with respect to, am Armistice, 
which were then in.progress. 

Owing to the topographical features’ 
of the country, the brigade front at 
this time was being held by something 
less than two companies: of ‘infantry, 
and accordingly all those who were 
not actually on duty retired early to 
such billets as they could find, for 
they were tired out after a hard day’s 
march, and another long march on the 
following day,.dn. order to keep in 
touch with the enemy, was quite with- 
in the bounds of probability. 

Practically the only men who were 
wounded in-the neighborhood of Je- 
mappes that evening were signallers. 
Geveral sustained quite severe shrap- 
nel wounds when they were laying out 
telephone lines to keep inconnection 
with the front companies, and they 
were more disappointed than other- 
wise at having to be sent down the 
line at that stage of the proceedings. 

Between sevon and eight im the 
evening several} members of the Im: 
perial forces who had been prisoners 
of war came into town and were 
promptly given something substantial 
to eat and, after that, they became 
the centre of interested groups of men 
who were anxlous to learn ag much 
as possible regarding the manner of 
Several of the 


years—others only since March, 1918 
—but all were at a loss to describe 
the complete demoralzation of the 
German military system. They had 
simply been left behind by the Ger- 
mans and ‘had walked forward until" 
they met our outposts. From them, 
algo, we Jearned that the bombing of 
the retreating German columns, which 
had .beem carried out -by British «ir- 
men, had been most wonderfully and 
efficiently done. 

During the greater :part of the night 
everything was fairly quiet. Our 
bombing planes continued to make 
periodical trips across, and there were 
a few intermittent bursts of machine 
gunfire, but there was practically no 
artillery fire on either side. The ex- 
planation of this, we discovered jater, 
was that all the artillery, both the 
Germans’ and our own, had perforce 
to move down quite narrow roadways, 
and as great streams of other traffic 
were also moving down the same 
roads, it was practically impossible 
for the artillery, either heavy.or light, 
to come into action. 

About three in the morning word 
came in that the 42nd Highlanders (of 
Montreal) ‘had penetrated into the 
suburbs of Mons and that the Gor- 
mans were evacuating the city. The 
only resistance which our men met 
with was from several machine gun 
posts, manned by weacrifice teams of 
gunners, who were soon overpowered 
and, in most cases, killed. In the 


taking of Mons the casualties were 
slight, and’ only some eight Canadians 
were killed, but, with the irony of 
Fate, several of these were men who 
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tormented and enraged by men hired 


time it had been in France, and who 
had previously escaped _without 
wounds of any kind. 

, Shortly. after: Mons had been taken 
the ‘now historic mMessage.was received 
announcing :that the Armistice would 
go. into effect at eleven in the fore 
noon and ‘that the troops would con- 
tinue to advance until that hour and 
then etand fast. ; 

The .manner in. which our men: re- 

eived this allimportant item of ncws 
was. decidedly interesting to. watch. 
Some were frankly. .incredulous—in 
spite of the fact that, they had. been 
expecting an Armistice for weeks and 
had even been several times disap- 
pointed when certain hours, fixed by 
rumour as the date of the Armistice, 
had pasded with only a’ more than 
usually violent exchange of hostilities. 
It has even taibe recorded that a few, 
roused from their slumbers, merely 
gave vent to an incredulous snort, 
cursed a little, and promptly went off 
to ‘sleep again. 

By the time everyone was astir, 
however, the news had been almost 
generally accepted as being authentic 
although it was necessary to ‘post an 
official notice, signed by the Brigade 
Major, outside Brigade headquarters, 
so that all the Doubting Thomases 
might regard it and be thoroughly 
convinced. 

It was easily evident that everyone 
found it hard to believe that the end 
of hostilities had actually arrived, 
and it was also noticeable that, in- 
stead of giving vent to their feelinga, 
most of the men went quietly about 
their duties in @ manner which indi- 
cated that a great sense of relief and 
thankfulness predominated in the 
many conflicting emotions which 
swept over them. Most of the men 
took the first possible opportunity of 
writing to their relatives and friends, 
to announce that they were safe and 
well, and quite a number of cables 
to this effect were sent. 

Many of the mem felt that the job 
had not been property finished and 
would have been more than willing to 
gee hostilities continue until the Ger- 
mans thad been well driven back 
across the Rhine and into their own 
territory. 

From dawn on the morning of the 
eleventh until eleven in the forenoon 
only one, report suggestive of gunfire 
was heard, and this might easily have 
been the exploding of a mine some- 
where in the distance. No rifle fire 
of any kind was heard. 

On entering the town of Mons, we 
found that the bodies of the German 
machine-gunners who had died at 
their posts, on the outskirts of the 
city, had been absolutely buried under 
piles of mud, and, in some cases, it 
was only a very military-looking boot 
showing at one end which evidenced 
the fact that a German lay there. 
Without doubt, this was done by Bel- 
gian women, for several times im the 
previous week we had seen their sis- 
ters, in other towns which had been 
occupied, flinging mud most whole- 
heartedly at German officers who 
were being brought in as prisoners 
and whose escorte did mot deem it 
politic to interfere with the ladies. 

The sight of these melancholy look- 
ing mounds showed clearly the feelinz 
of the citizens of Mons towards the 
invaders, and in the cold, grey dawn 
also they seemed strangely emblem- 
atic, somehow, of the completensss 
of the overthrow .of the Germans. 
Vae Victis, with a vengeance. 

Close at hand were the’ bodies of 
several of the Canadians who had 
been killed and, despite the lateness 
of the season, these were completely 
hidden under ‘huge palls of flowers. 
These men were dJater accorded a 
magnificent funeral by the City of 
Mons and, strangely. enough, are 
buried close beside men of the origi- 
nal Black Watch who were killed in 
the Retreat from Mons in 1914. 

The streets of the town were filled 
with civilians, many of whom were 
natives of villages in the ne'zhbour- 
hood of Mons, who had fled ahead of 
the German retreat or, in the case of 
the younger men, who had _ been 
forced to assist the Germans in their 
retirement. These were now hasten- 
ing back to their homas in order to 
allay their fears as to whether or not 
any damage had been done to their 
property. 

There were old men and women, 
wheeling their most treasured posses- 
sions im barrows, and younger people 
carrying huge .loaie- all trudging 
along as fast as they could. At first 
they seemed to be more or 'ess afraid 
of the Canadians, and we alterwards 
learned that the Germans had told 
them wild and awful taley of the 
habits—cannibalistic and otherwise— 
of the Canadians. However, when 
cur men actually came along, shcaut- 
ing cheery greetings to them cnd 
assisting them with their leads, atl 
the while assuring them most emphat- 
{cally—albeit in awful French—that 
the war was finished and the Bosch 
overthrown, the careworn expressions 
left their faces and they became just 
about as light-hearted as anybody 
else. 

We passed monks in their sober 
array, with bare feet encasei in san- 
dals, who seemed to regurd the whole 
huriy-burly as being paticularly di¢- 
tasteful and annoying tu them and we 
couldn’t ‘help wondering whether 
they would not have been much hap- 
pier in their own minds if they had 
chosren a different vocation and the ‘e- 
by been able to bear arms in defence 
of their country. There were nins, 
hurrying along with dowacast eyes, 
on their way to dispense vharity and, 
neediess to say, there we-e hundreds 
of small boys endeavoring to discover 
marks on buildings where bullets had 
hit and to obtain sonvenira of the pre- 
vious night. As a matter of fact, the 
town bore remarkabty little evidence 
of this, and damage to buildings by 
shell fire was practically negligible. 

The shops and stores were all open 
for business very much as usual, al: 
though their stocks were sadly deple 
ted in certain lines. One large sta 
tionery store had nothing on display 
but pencils—all of them made in 


Austria! A hardware store had tittle 
else but razors and safety razor 
blades—made in Germany! Fruit 


was plentifwi—apples and hothouse 
grapes being easily obtainable at com- 
paratively gveagonable prices, There 
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was no lack of sugar and by nine 
o’clock in the morning several Cana- 
diang were regaling themselves with 
ice-cream, hot chocolate and sundry 
sweet cakes. 

Any kind of currency was accepted. 
The Canadians had acquired a mixed 
collection of paper money in the pre- 
vious fortnight, when passing through 
towns which had ben occupied, for in 
these were used German currency, 
the local currency isued by the var. 
fous towns in “the ‘neighborhood, 
French currency and so on. At the 
army canteens the German mark was 
then accepted at about 50 centimes 
but, to the huge satigfaction of every- 
body, it was found that in Mons it 
was accepted by storekeepers at par. 
Several of our men had acquired 
quite large holdings of German marks 
—in the course of souvenir-hunting 
and in other divers ways—and they 
naturally made the most of _ this 
wealth during their stay in Mons. 
The chagrin of others, who had flung 
away quite large amounts of German 
money as valueless, can be quite 
easily imagined. 

We discovered im several of .the 
buildings which had been used by the 
Germans as Orderly ‘Rooms, Recrea- 
tion Rooms, etc., sufficient evidence 
to witness the fact that Fritz had 
stood not upon the order of his 
going. 

Maps and plans were strewn about 
just ag Staff Officers had, left them— 
with half-smoked cigars and _half- 
emptied glasses of soda water (with 
the phizz, still left in it) alongside. 
Letters left half-written were picked 
up and in one building, used by the 
Germans as a dental laboratory, a 
pair of forceps held a quite recently 
drawn tooth! 

AN these things shewed plainly 
enough that the Germans had found 
it difficult to realize how quickly they 
were being pursued, and to our men 
who had been through tthe experiences 
of March, 1918, there was something 
particularly satisfying to know that, 
while the Allies had then been obliged 
to carry out a retreat, they thad neyer 
been absolutely hounded along in ig- 
nominious flight such as this. So we 
came to comprehend thow completely 
had crumpled up that mighty and 
wonderfully organized machine which 
was the army of the German Empire. 

Citizens of Mons did everything 
possible to entertain the Canadians 
and, although they had been under 
the heel of the Germans for practi- 
cally the whole duration of the war, 
they must have contrived to retain 
the keys of their wine cellars, for 
everybody had the ‘opportunity of 
drinking everybody else’s health, in 
any wine or liqueur that could be 
wished for, free, gratis and for noth- 
ing. 

Even the thumblest homes opened 
their hospitable doors and the choice 
of billets was easy. Wonderful bil- 
lets they were, too, and ony Cana- 
dian in Mons that night who did not 
sleep in a good feather bed, between 
snowy white sheets, was a very poor 
“rustler” indeed. 

In the forenoon an incident occur- 
red which hardly seems to be in accord 
with the spirit of the day. It was 
discovered that a Fleming, who dur- 
ing the German occupation had in- 
gratiated himself with the invaders, 
and had obtained from them a posi- 
tiom as tax collector, was still in the 
town. Why he had not departed with 
the Germans nobody could tell, but it 
was generally assumed that some 
fair charmer had prevailed on him to 
remain. He was dragged into the 
streets and set upon by a body of 
civilians, but wag rescued by Cana- 
dian troops. After an investigation 
into his case had been held, he was 
being removed, under the escort of 
Highlanders to a_ building farther 
down the street, when the crowd 
again endeavored to lynch him. For. 
tunately for him a platoon of High- 
landers was rushed to the rescu2, but 
the mob, which consisted chiefly of 
women, was loath to be deprived of 
its prey. It was an unforgettable 
scene. The expressions on the faces 
of the women were really hideous to 
behold and their shrill voices, as they 
hurled vile epithets at the miserable 
traitor, sounded exactly like the roar 
of timber wolves about to pounce on 
their prey. As one regarded the 
scene one could not help thinking that 
these very Furies of Vengeance, in 
their quiet righteous wnath, were even 
more terrible than all the Furies of 
War. 

Before the prisoner was finally 
Jodged in safety, his face wag abso- 
lutely paliid and green with terror; 

he seemed to lose all power over his 
limbs and had to be simply dragged 
along by this escort. What his fate 
was we never learned, but there ic no 
doubt that in those few minutes he 
suffered the agonies of the damned 
and, yet, who could be sorry for him? 

Luckily just at this time the atten- 
tion of the mob wag diverted vy the 
arrival of a company of the 42nd 
Highlanders who came marching | 
along in battle order, headed by a' 


single piper—fust as. was _their cus: | 


tom when going up. into: action. »As; 
the Highlanders came 1p the narrow, 
cobbled. street; iat- that, swinging pace 
which only pipe music can praduce, 
the crowd stood,aside and regarded 
them. with open-mouthed admiration 
—for each face, under its steel hel- 
met, bore an absolutely grim, ‘Juscrut- 
able expression. Most of these men 
must have been born Scots, for it 
could only be a Scotchman who, on 
such a day, would consider it a sign 
of weakness to. Deny, his feelings in 
any way, 

During the forenoon a Proclama- 
tion was issued by the Burgomaster 
of Mons, which was posted up at var. 
fous ‘pointe in the city. It read as 
follows: : 


“La 3me Division Canadienne, 

au prix de, lourds sacrifices, a 

penetre dans la ville a 3 heures 

au matin, vengeant ainsi par un 
eclatant succes la_ retraite de 

1914. 

Gloire 
elle.” 

We learned that the official entry 
of the Commander of the Canadian 
Corps into the city was to take place 
early in the afternoon. We accord.. 
ingly hied our steps to the Grandé 
Place—which is a lange square on the 
side of the eminence round which 
Mons is built. - 

The Hotel de ville and the other 
buildings surrounding the Place had 
been draped with the Belgian colors 
and Belgian flags were displayed 
everywhere—with here and there a 
French tricolour and an occasional 
Union Jack. A Guard of Honour, 
formed by detachments from each of 
the battalions of the Seventh Brigade, 
took up its position opposite the Hotel 
de ville, and while these troops were 
assembling the band played ‘La 
Brabanconne” tand “La Marseillaise”’ 
alternately over and over again. 

Ay the air of the Belgian National 
Anthem crashed forth for the first 
time the entire assemblage stood res: 
pectfully in silence and, just at that 
moment, the clouds parted and the 
sun shone brightly out as if in aug: 
ury of brighter days to come. When 
the anthem was repeated, the Belgian 
populace could restrain their feelings 
no longer and they sang it with great 
enthusiasm—waving little flam? an¢ 
handkerchiefs in rhythm. It must 
certainly have been a great moment 
for them—after more than four years 
of German oppression—to be able to 
freely display their national colours 
and to sing their National Anthem 
again! 

In front of the Hotel de ville the

of a Gilbert and Sullivan opera—es- 
pecially in the matter 
all the big-wigs of the town had «ni.

with boiled shirts, sashes, cocked 
hats with wonderful plumes and pat- 
ent leather shoes complete. It re. 
minded one of Chatterton’s lines:— 

“Then came the Mayor and Aldermen 
In cloth of scarlet decked; 

‘And their attending men each on2 
Like eastern princes tricked.” 
Incidentally, it may be remarted 

that the desire to wear a :niform on 
every possible occasion is more or 
less of a failing in the Belgian char. 
acter. Whether or not the Germans 
knew this, they certainly curhed if 
most effectively, for they whsolutely 
forbade the Belgian civilians to wear 
anything suggestive of a uniform. It 
was a penal offence to wear caps with 
leather peaks or coats with brass 
buttons. 

Finally the band ceased its repe. 
tition of the Belgian and French Nat- 
fonal Anthems and_ the 
horses on the cobbled street annown- 
ced the arrival of General Currie and 
his staff. After the usu salutes 
and the playing of the British Nation- 
al Anthem, General Currie dismeunt-

In the evening the whole town was 
one blaze of light, which, after years 
of:enforced darkness, was wonderful 
to behold. By this time the Canad- 
fans had made themselves thoroughly 
at home with the citizens, and many 
gay parties were to be seen on the 
streets. ‘Most of our men saw their 
badges and tunic buttons disappear 
in a most alarming way, as every 
lady of Mons seemed to consider that 
one, at least, of these was her legit- 
imate prey as.a souvenir of the day. 
Even staff officers were seen late in 
the evening with a complement. of 
buttons and badges decidedly smaller 
that that required by the dress regula- 
tions. 

The men of the. 42nd battalion, of 
course, came in for especial attention, 
and more than one bashful youth was 
somewhat embarrasded by the ,un- 
concealed curiosity with regard to the 
kilt exhibited by members of the fair 
sex who did not deem it outside the 
bounds of propriety to make personal 
investigations, at close quarters, 
thereanent. 

One 42nd Highlander—who ‘had sub- 
wisted throughout the day chiefly on 
assorted liquid refreshments—lost his 
way in trying to locate his billet. He 
made enquiries of an old Fleming who 
had also been celebrating quite well 
—and, doubtless also, quite wisely, 
too. The Fleming spoke no French, 
so that the Highlander’s efforts in 
that direction were in vain. Eventu- 
ally the Highlander relapsed into a 
sort of monologue in his native Scots 
and then the light of comprehension 
dawned in the face of the Fleming. 
After that, they conversed quite ami- 
ably—the one in Braid Scots, the 
other in Flemish, but each under. 
standing the other. The Fleming’s 
parting instructions to the Scot were 
to continue on his way “straucht 
doon” the street, and this the Scot 
endeavored to do, although it was 
with some difficulty that he managed 
to keep “straucht.” 

In the evening a few of us were 
entertained to dinner by a merchant 
of Mons and his wife, and from them 
we learned something of what the 
Belgians had suffered while the Ger 
mans controlled the town. These 
worthy people were Walloons who 
are, of course, intensely loyal, and 
they were scathing in their remarks 
regarding the conduct of various pro- 
minent Flemings who—being essen- 
tially pro-German in their sympathies 
—had endeavored to work themselves 
into the good graces of the German 
officials-in the town. They told with 
delight, of one such gentleman who 
had at one time held office in the city 
council. Despite his advances to the 
enemy, the ‘had been ordered by them 
to shovel coal at the railway station 
and this he had done all day and 
every day during the occupation. 

The sister of our host, quite an 
elderly lady, told of meeting a Ger- 
man officer one rainy day.- The pave- 
ment was narrow and she was carry- 
ing an umbrella so that the officer 
was obliged to step into the roadway. 
He stopped and informed her, | 
brusquely, that in Germany everybody . 
got off the pavement to allow an offi- 
cer to pass. The lady, timid as she 
was, mustéred all her courage and, 
informed him that in Belgium any 


gentleman—officer Y “or ‘otherwise— 


would step off into the road:in’order ’” 


to give way ‘to a lady. Phen. ‘she 
hurried home, :with a fluttering heart, 
lest ‘her temerity..might cause ‘the 
officer to revenge this insult by geome 
petty tyrannizing, of her family—but 
nothing did happen! 

While we talked the ladies of the 
house: busied themselves in bringing 
out many of their treasured . posses- 
sions which had been hidden lest they 
should be confiscated by the Germans, 
From behind pictures, from the ingide 
of cushions and from old wine casks, 
brought‘up from the cellar, they took 
out the trinkets ard other valuableg 
which might have proved attractive 
to the invaders, ‘Their Belgian flag, 
which ‘even then was fluttering out- 
side; had been since 1914 hidden 
under the floor of a room which had 
been occupied for some considerable 
tine by a German general. .Our host, 
with tears in his eyes, told 2of/-how 
they had reverently placed it “away 


and of how, on this glorious morning, 
they had again brought it forth and; 


kissed fit before proudly hoisting it 
outside. 

We chatted until the early sours of 
the morning, and then, after a final 
cup of black coffee, we left to make 
our way to our billet. As we walked 
along the boulevard the dawn was 


just breaking when suddenly there. 


was a series of deafening reports in 
the vicinity of the railway station and: 
large puffs of yellowish smoke rose: 
in the air. It almost seemed as if the’ 


station was being subjected to heavy ’: 
When we reached our Dil- . 


shell fire. 
let we found our hostess on the door- 
step in great alarm, and ehe at once 
assured us, “Ah, messieurs, la guerre 
n’est pas finis!” For our own satis- 
faction and algo in order to allay her 
fears, we walked in the direction of 
the station and discovered that the 
commotion was caused by the explo- 
sion of various time mines. Several 
civilians were killed and wounded, 
and some of the troops had quite 
Narrow escapes, and, generally, there 
was an air of uncertainty about until 
German engineers had been brought 
back to indicate the position of the 
remaining mines set by them. Need- 
less to say, they were dismantled as 
soon as possible. 

This experience 
some of us doubly thankful that we 
had not only survived the ups and 
downs of the war, but that we had 
been spared to see the whole business 
brought to a successful conclusion. 
It showed wus that even after the close 
of a great campaign death stalks be 
hind the scenes just as surely as at 
the height of the {fiercest battle. 

Although Armistice Day in other 
places, further removed from the ac- 
tualities of warfare, was celebrated 
in gay and riotous ways, in Mons it 
was essentially a day of real Thanks- 
giving. In the case of the civilian 
population the memories of past hu- 
miliations and oppressions were so 
real and the sense of relief was so 
great that unrestrained rejoicing 
would have seemed strangely out of 
place. It is to the ‘honor of the citi- 
zens of Mons, too, that they appre- 
| ciatea to the full the sacrifices made 
on their behalf by the Canadians who 
‘ fell on that Armistice morning, and 
that their first thought was to pay 
tribute to the memory of those men 
who were not permitted to see the

Somehow one felt that one would 
not have been surprised if the snriek 
and roar of a shell passing overhead 
had suddenly been heard—in fact, 
one almost seemed subconsciously to 
expect it! 

Many of the populace thronged to 
the churches, and hundreds of candles 
were lighted at the shrines of patron 
saints that afternoon. One of the

PUBLIC MEETING 
ON WESTERN 
GENERAL QUESTION 


The public meeting ‘to discuss the 
Western General question was held 
last Wednesday evening in the City 
Hall and was very well attended, 
there being only a few seats vacant, 
The Commissioners had made suit: 
able preparation for the meeting by 
the policy of a blackboard of various 
figures relative to the purchase and 
working of the Western General ques: 
tion, and designed to assist citizens 
to follow the discussion clearly. 
Mayor Johns expressed his wish not 
to act as chairman because he took a 
definite view on one side of the ques 
tlon, and considered that the meeting 
should be presided over by someone 
less decided in his opinions. Accord: 
ingly, W. E. Lord was chosen by the 
vote of the meeting to take the chair 
Mayor Johne presented his view of 
the case in an excellent speech, clear 
and informed. While he was very de- 
cidedly in favour of the proposed pur- 
chase, there was nothing prejudiced 
in his presentation ofthe case. He 
took as his basis the figures and cal 
culations of Mr. Brown, of the Cal- 
gary Light and Power Department, 
which have already been published in 
the local papers. He freely admitted 
that he wag not an expert on electri- 
cal matters, but was prepared to base 
the opinion he ‘had come to on the 
views of the experts as given at the 
various proceedings between the City 
and Company, and as now provided 
by Mr. Brown. With these views he 
had obviously made himself entirely 
familiar. He deprecated any further 
waste of money on litigation between 
the City and the Company, which had 
already cost so much. He felt that in 
the course of these proceedings the 
Qompany had rededeéd conelderably 
from their former standpoint, espec 
ially in regard to the value of the 
franchise. He repeated what he had 
said in his letters to the press that 
the franchise did not automatically 
expire in 1928, as many seemed to 
think. The 1928 period was merely a 
term at which the City had heen given 
an cption to buy at a valuation, and 
failing the exercise of such option 
the franchise was renewable to the 
Company. Alfter the proceedings that 
had been taken, this was the City's 
last chance of buying in the near 
future. They would not get the 
chance of arbitrating again in 1928. 
In dealing with the much reduced, iu 
fact almost eliminated, valhation of 
the franchise, he pointed out. tnat the 
Company had hitherto paid taxes on 
a valuation of the franchise wt a high 
figure. If the Company were not 
bought out, they could no longer he 
taxed on such a valuation, seeing that 
‘it had now been reduced to almost 
nothing, and all those taxes would be 
lost to the City. The pumping con. 
tract, too, would terminate in 1928, 
and it was not likely that the Cit: 
would be able to get a renewal of it 
on the same terms as the present 
since the Company had always con- 
tended that it was a losing business 
for them on its present scale. Wither 
the pumping rates paid to the Tom- 
pany would be higher, or the City 
must put in its own pumping appar- 
atus, e costly undertaking. In both 
alternatives the water rates to the 
citizens after 1928 would .be higher 
if the Company was not bought ou! 
| with respect to the contention that 
the City could not manage euch a 
technical business, he said that he 
considered that the (City must engage 
& competent expert a8 manager and 
then throw the whole responsibility 
on to such an expert. For $2,800, the 
City could get a thoroughly good man. 
and at that figure they would save 
‘money of the present administration 
of the Company as shown in the fig 
ures. Only the book-keeping and ac- 
counting would have to be done br 
the City staff, and with the help of 
a stenographer that could quite easily 
be handled. He asked for any criti- 
cism to be made at that meeting, as 
that was the right ond proper place 
for it to be made. 

At the close of Mayor Johns’ excel- 
lent speech the meeting was opened 
for questions and discussion. In re. 
ply to a question as to whether front. 
age taxes would be charged under 
the new scheme, Mayor Johns frank 
ly confesed that he could not answe 
definitely, not having considered that 
point, but ‘he thought that it was a 
matter which might be left to the 
management. George H. Best indi- 
cated a somewhat doubtful and crit- 
ical attitude towards the purcha:e. 

Alderman Broughton went into the 
question from the point of view of an 
experienced engineer, and dealt ir 
detail with figures of capitalization. 
He was inclined toexplain the com. 
pany’s failure to pay dividends as he. 
ing due to excessive capitalization. 
While he supported the purchase, he 
was not disposed to take all the fig- 
ures and reports given by ‘the experts 
as entirely reliable, and considered 
that the pregemt plant was not a 
satisfactory one, and ought to be te- 
placed in various respects, which 
might be done by degrees. Alder. 
man Broughton has obviously given 
very careful and detailed study'to the 
question, and while he was at times 
a little over the heads of his andi. 
ence in technical matters, the value 
of an alderman in the Council with 
expert knowledge was apparent from
